Locke," a militant suffragette whose 
real name is Olive Wharry, was sen- 
tenced today at the Old Bailey ses- 
sion to eighteen months' imprison- 
ment. 
She was found guilty of. set- 


ting fire to a pavilion in the Ke\v 
Botanical. Garden, February 2S.. 


When arraigned in police court on 


the day of her arrest she hurled, a 
book at the magistrate and fought 
desperately against removal to a cell. 


The court today ordered her to pay 


all the costs and to deposit a $1,000 
bond to insure her good behaviour i'or 
two years after the completion of her 
sentence. 


The judge warned 
Olive Wharry 


that she would be sentenced to an 
additional year if she did not keep 
the peace after finishing her prison 
sentence. 


Miss AVhary declared that she would 


not pay the costs ot the prosecution 
and would immediately start a hun- 
ger strike. 


Gains in Hungary. 


Budapest, March 7.—The woman's 


suffrage cause won a notable victory 
here today when the lower house of 
the Hungarian

the government's suffrage reform bill 
by which a large number of women 
are enfranchised.

GROUP of women, old and .young, one clay drifted into a discussion in 


regard to how much their husbands told them of their business 
affairs. 


Of the four women who represented 
the older generation, only 


one knev; exactly what her husband's income was, and she was the 


wife of a man who has always, been noted tor his progressive ideas. 


• Of the five, .women -who represented the younger sc'hool, there was only 


one who did not know exactly what her husband's income was; and she was 


the-wife of a man whose work is of such a nature that 
he does not know that interesting tact himself. 


It seems to me that that little incident has a great 


deal of meaning in it, because it so aptly illustrates 
the new position of woman in the home—or perhaps T 
should say, the position of the now woman in the home. 


There was a lime when (.he m:m who tallied to his 


wife about his business, told her his income, ami ex- 
pected her to plan the proper use of that income with 
iiim, was an exception. 
Today the man who does not 


do these things is the one who serves to prove the rule. 


Even the men who do not approve of women going 


into the business and professional world, who 
frown 


upon the Woman's Suffrage Movement, and look none 
too leniently upon higher education for women, are not 
so dead to the new spirit in the .air as to deny their 
women-kjnd at least a. voice in the home government.

I am'thinking of such a man now. He has always 


been a violent opponent of the Woman's Rights Movement, and yet he con- 
fides all his business secrets to his wife and turns over every cent, of his 
salary to her.
